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EAGLES  WIN  THIRD 
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It  has  been  62  years  since  the  Hinds  Community  College 
Eagles  had  won  three  consecutive  State  and  Region  23 
Championship  titles  but  the  1996  Eagles  did  just  that  with  a 
27-22  win  over  the  Bulldogs  of  Holmes  Community  College. 

The  win  gave  Hinds  a  perfect  11-0  undefeated  season  on 
the  field  but  on  record  left  the  Eagles  with  a  three  game 
forfeit  early  in  the  season.  Before  this,  the  Eagles  had  been 
ranked  number  three  in  the  nation  by  the  NJCAA. 

Hinds  scored  a  total  of  369  points  for  the  season  while  only 
allowing  opponents  to  score  184  points.  The  Eagles  had  a 
total  of  2,517  yards  rushing  and  1,643  yards  passing. 

Scoring  leaders  for  the  Eagles  were  Greg  Manson  with  16 
touchdowns  for  96  points;  kicker  Scott  Westerfield  with  61 
points,  15  from  field  goals  and  46  from  extra  points;  Kevin 
Prentiss  with  9  touchdowns;  and  T.T.  Tolivar  and  William 
Judge  with  7  touchdowns  each. 

T.T.  Tolivar  led  in  passing  with  69  completions  of  114 
attempts  for  1,307  yards  and  10  touchdowns  while  Greg 
Manson  led  in  rushing  with  271  carries  for  1,364  yards  and 
16  touchdowns.  Hinds  completed  the  season  with  4,160 
yards. 

Hinds  head  coach  Gene  Murphy  was  also  named  the  Re- 
gion 23  "Coach  of  the  Year."

There  was  something  improbable  about  the  sight  of  Boris  Yeltsin,  snowy  hair 
waxed  into  his  rigid,  trademark  pompadour,  indulging  in  a  bit  of  boogie  at  a 
pop  concert.  He  looked  like  a  dancing  bear.  But  thousands  of  young  people 
basking  in  free  music  and  festive  spirits  didn't  seem  to  care.  They  roared  their 
approval  as  the  65-year  old  candidate  swiveled  and  grinned. 


After  killing  16  people  in  the  Caribbean  in  mid-September  1996,  Hurricane 
Hortense  lost  some  of  his  strength,  but  swaggered  to  the  northeastern  United 
States.  The  hurricane  brought  nearly  18  inches  of  rain  to  Puerto  Rico,  creating 
swollen,  raging  rivers  and  deadly  mudslides.  Most  of  San  Juan,  the  capitol,  was 
in  darkness.  Food  spoiled  in  refrigerators,  and  those  lucky  enough  to  have 
water  often  had  a  mud-colored  liquid  emerge  from  the  tap.  Residents  endured 
long  lines  in  up  to  90-degree  heat  for  such  essentials  as  ice  and  drinking  water. 


The  "Choose  or  Lose"  campaign,  which  MTV  began  in 
the  1992  election,  and  the  bus  reflect  the  network's 
commitment  to  bring  the  'under  25s'  out  to  vote  in  the 
1996  Presidential  election.  Voter  materials  were  made 
available  as  well  as  MTV's  Voter's  Guide,  which  explained 
the  two  major  parties'  views  on  issues  of  concern  to  young 
people. 


Michael  Johnson  knows  how  to  close  out  a  deal 
quickly  and  efficiently.

6,  1996.  This  marked  the  Yankee's  23rd  title,  most  in  history  and  surely 
ne  of  the  most  remarkable.

His  career  has  included  the  private  practice  of  law  and  public  service  as  Prosecuting  Attorney  for  the  City  of  Pearl  and 
Rankin  County.  From  1977-1982,  he  served  as  district  attorney  for  the  20th  Circuit  Court  District,  and  from  1982  until 
his  election  to  the  Mississippi  Supreme  Court,  he  was  County  Court  Judge  for  Rankin  County,  Smith  is  married  to  the 
former  Shirley  Ewell  of  Amite  County.  They  are  the  parents  of  Shannon,  a  principal  ballerina  with  Ballet  El  Paso,  and 
Amanda,  a  sophomore  at  Elon  College  in  North  Carolina.
